odist ministers had a sizzling session at 
the Methodist Book Concern today in the 
regular meeting of the Cincinnati Meth- 
odist ‘Preachers’ Union, at which meet- 
ing Rev..Dr. Davis W. Clark retired af- 
ter his term of two years as president of 
the union, 

All was serene until the Reverend 
Davis W. Clark declared that theological 
dogmas are “Curios and ‘could well 


there was a storm, mostly of protest. 
Why Clark Made Statement. ~— 
However, a few of the ministers sided 
with Dr. Clark. The subject was so en- 


thralling that nearly everybody present 
desired to voice his protest or his de- 
fense of Dr. Clark’s words. 

Dr. Clark was led to make his state- 
ment about dogmas being ‘‘Curios’’ in 
his reference to Proféssor H. G. Mitchell, 
of Boston University, who has been on 
trial before the board of bishops on 
charges of preaching heresy. Dr. Clark 
Said: : 

“Tl protest against the manner in which 
the ecclesiastical] authorities have been 
trying his case. | 

“The board of bishops receive him 
practically condemned already, and with 
his case unjustly weakened. Here is. a 
great scholar, of; whom the Methodists 
may well be proud, virtually exiled.’’ 

Murmur of Disapproval. 

A murmur of disapproval swept over 
the audience. at the word “Curios” and 
as soon as Dr. Clark sat’ down half a 
dozen preachers tried to:get the floor to 
voice their disapproval. 

Dr. Clark said: 

“New, I am opposed to making any 
more theological definitions—God save us 
from them; the kingdom of God is 
within you. You cannot write it in books. 
It is love and service and faith. Our 
dogmas may well be kept as curios and 
placed on the top shelf. We may keep

Ballots to Be Fought at 
Chicago Today? 


1.—Chicago’s street 
car question, which has been before 
the public for the past ten years, 
will be. settled at the polls tomorrow 
at the mayoralty election, if the 
voters adopt by referendum vote the 
ordinances recently passed by the city 
council over Mayor Dunne's_ veto, 
granting twenty-year franchises to the 
itwo street car companies. 

If these ordinances fail of public 
adoption and Mayor Dunne, the demo-| 
cratic candidate, is -reelected, efforts 
will be made at once, according to 
Mavor Dunne, to procures immediate 
municipal ownership of the street rail- 
ways. 

What the Ordinances Provide. 
The ordinances before the _ people 
provide that the city, on six months’ 
notice, may acquire the street railway 
systems for $50,000,000 plus the cost 
of rehabilitation, which is to be un- 
dertaken immediately under the super- 
vision of the city engineer. The ordi- 
nances also provide for through 
routes, universal transfers, 5-cent fares 
and the payment ¢o the city of 55 per 
cent of the net income. The books of 
the companies are to be open to the 
city officials. 

Several nonpartisan organizations 
have worked with the republicans who 
are supporting Postmaster Fred A. 
Busse for mayor, to procure the adop- 
tion of the ordinances; and the predic- 
tion was made tonight by the heads of 
these independ“ t bodies that the or- 
dinances will be adopted tomorrow.” 

‘Personal Abuse.’’ 

Mayor Dunne believes that the peo- 
ple want immediate municipal owner- 
ship, and that they will reelect him 
and reject the ordinances. 

The campaign, which closed tonight 
with both parties holding scores of 
meetings all over the city, has been 
the most spirited fight for mayor that. 
has ever taken places in this city. 
The feeling between the candidates 
and their lieutenants became sO bitter 
during. the campaign that ‘personal. 
abuse’ has been the issue for over 
two. weeks.

time about the bond, and the election 
will go merrily on. 

Mr. Key presented a hill of excep- 
tions to*Judge Pendleton yesterday 
morning, and at noon argued it at 
length. Mr. Key’s contention was that 
the election would disrupt the depart- 
ment to an extent that might cause; 
‘public disorder and incidental injury 
to the tax payers of the city; that 
if the election were held and then thé} 
supreme court decided that the re- 
fusal of the court to issue an. in- 
junction® was in error it ~was not in 
the power of the court to restore the 
police department to its former status. 

No Cormflict of Authority. 

| Judge Pendleton said he did not

by a portion of the police board was 
illegal, and that civil service must be 
instituted on April 2, 1907, and an 
election held. The position is taken 
that the police board is a part of the 
city government, and that to proceed 
against it is to proceed against the 
city.

and some railroad managers who are 
always willing to take unfair 
Vaniages of their weaker competitors, 
and they thereby force other big ship- 
pers and big railroad men who would 
like to do decently into similar acts 
of wrong and injustice, under penalty 
of being left behind in the race for 
Success. Government’ supervision is 
needed quite as mueh in the interest 
of the big shipper and of the ,rail- 
‘road man who want to do right as in 
the interest of the small shipper and 
the consumer. . 

“Experience has shown that the 
present laws are’ defective and need 
amendment. The effort to prohibit all 
restraint of competition which appears 
reasonable or ungeasonable is unwise. 
What we need is to have some ad- 
ministrative body with ample power 
to forbid action hurtful to the public 
and to prevent favoritism or special 
Privilege at the expense of another. 
In other words, we want an admin- 
istrative body with the power to se- 
cure fair and just treatment as 
among all shippers who. use. the rail- 
roads—and all shippers have a right 
to use them. 

“The most important thing to do is to 
give this administrative body power to 
make its findings effective and this can 
be done only by giving it power, when 
complaint is made of a given rate as he- 
ing unjust or unreasonable, if it finds 
the complaint proper then ‘itself to fix a 
maximum rate which it regards as just 
and reasonable, this rate to go into ef- 
feet practically at omce, that is within a 
reasonable time, and to stay In effect, 
unless reversed by the courts. I earnest- 
ly hope we shall see a law giving this 
power passed by congress. * * * *# 

/ As to Rebates. 

“If there is in the minds of the com- 
mission any suspicion that a certain rail- 
road is in any shape or any way giving 
rebates or behaving improperly. I wish 
the commission to have the .power as a 
matter of right, not as matter of fa- 
vor, to make a full and exhaustive in- 
vestigation of the receipte and expendi- 
tures of the railroads so that any viola- 
tion or evasion of the law may be deter- 
mined. This is not a revolutionary proposal 
on my part, for I only wish the same 
power given in reference to railroads that 
is now exercised as a matter of course by 
the national bank examiners as regards 
mational. banks. My objection giving 
these additional powers to the adminis- 
trative body representing the govern- 
ment—the interstate commerce commis- 
sion or whatever it may be—is primarily 
to secure a real and not a sham control 
to the government representatives. 


“Tt must be understood, as a matter of ginning of the first session 0

“It is generally useless to try to pro- 
hibit all restraint on competition, wheth- 
ér this restraint be reasonable or unrea- 
sonable, and where it is not useless it 
is generally hurtful. . .-. 

“What is needed is not sweeping pro- 
hibition of every arrangement, good or 
bad, which may tend to restrict compe- 
tition, but such adequate supervision and 
regulation that will preven; any restric- 
tion of competition from being to the 
detriment of the public ag well as such 
supervision and regulation ag will pre- 
vent other abuses in no way connected 
with restriction of competition. Of these 
abuses perhaps the chief, although by 
no means the only one, is overcapitaliza- 
tion—generally itself the result of dis- 
honest promotion—because of the myriad 
evils it brings in its trains, for overcapi- 
talization often means an inflation that 
invites business panic; it always conceals 
the true relations of ‘the profit earned by 
the vapital actually invested, and jt cre- 
ates a burden of interest payments which 
is a fertile cause of improper production 
or limitation of wages. 

“Until national government obtaing in 
some manner which tke wisdom of the 
congress may suggest, proper control 
over the big corporations engaged in 
interstate commerce—that is, over the 
great majority of the big corporations— 
it will be impossible to deal adequately 
with these evils: , 

“This power to regulaté rates, like all 
similar powers over the business world, 
should be exercised with moderation, 
caution and self-restraint, but it should 


cised when the need arises. 

“TIT do not believe in the government 
undertaking any work which can, with 
propriety, be left in private hands. But 
neither do { believe in the government 
fiinching from overseeing any work when 
it becomes evident that abuses are sure 
to obtain therein unless there is govern- 
mental supervision. 

“Undoubtedly the best possible regula- 
tion of rates would, of course, be that 
secured by an honest agreement between 
the railroads themselves to carry out the 
law. The power vested in the govern- 
ment to put a stop to agreements to the 
detriment of the .public should, in my 
judgment, be accompanied by power to 
permit, undér specific cendition and care- 
ful eupervision, agreements -clearly in the | 
interest of the public. 

‘A system of examination of railroad 
accounts shoulg be provided similar to 
that now conducted into the national 
banks by the bank examiners; a few first- 
class railroad accountants, if they had 
proper direction and proper authority to 
inspect books and papers, could accom- 
plish much in preventing wilful violations 


of the law. 

In No Spirit of Hostility. 
“Let me moet earnestly say that the 
recommendations are not made in spite 
of hostility to railroads. I have thought 
on the whole, the railroads have done 
well and not ill, but. the raliroad men 
who wish to do well should not be ex- 
posed to competition with those who have 
no such desire, and the only way to se- 
cure this end is to give to some govern- 
ment tribunal power to see that justice 
is done by the unwilling exactly ag it is 
gladly done by the willing.

It 
is a complicated and delicate problem, 
and all kinds of difficulties are sure 
to arise in connection with any plan of 
solution, while no plan will bring all 
the benefits hoped for by jts more 
optimistic adherents. But, ‘while I 
fully admit the difficulties in the way, 
I do not for a moment believe that 
these difficulties warrant ug in stop- 
ping in our effort to secure a wise and 
just system. At esent we face such 
utter lack of survision such freedom 
from the regjraifits of law, that ex- 
cellent men have often been literally 
forced into doing what they deplored 
because otherwise they were left at 
the mercy of unscrupulous competitors. 
To rail at and assail the men who 
have done as they best could under 
such conditions accomplishes little.

the needed reforms by the joint action of 
the moderate men, the plain men who do 
not wish anything hysterical or danger- 
ous, but who do intend to deal in resolute 
commonsense fashion with the real and 
great evils of the present system.

It ig 
not possible completely to prevent it- 
and if it were possible such complete 
prevention would do damage to the body 
politic. 

Rigarous Control Needed. 

“What we need is not to try to pre- 
vent all combination, but to secure such 

s and adequate control and super- 
,of the combinations as to prevent 
injuring the public or existing in 
s form equally to threaten injury— 
for the mere fact that a combination has 
secured practically complete contro} of a 
necessity of life would under any - cir- 
eumstances show that such combination 


was to be presumed to be averse to the 


aublic interest. It is unfortunate that our

present laws should forbid all combinae- 
tions instead of sharply discriminating 
between. those combinations which do 
good and those combinations which de 
evil. Rebates, for instance, are as often 
due to the preresure of big shippers (as 
was shown in the investigation of the 
Standard Oil Company and* which has 
been shown since by the investigation 
of the tobacco and sugar trusts) as to 
the initiative of big railroads. Often rail- 
roads would like to combine for the pur- 
pose of preventing a big shipper from 
maintaining improper advantages at the 
expense of small shippers and of the 
general public. Such a combination, in- 
stead of being forbidden by law, should 
be favored. In other words, it should 
be permitted to railroads to make agrege 
ments provided these agreements were 
sanctioned by the interstate commerce 
commission and were published. With 
these conditions complied with it is ime 
possible to see that harm such a combti- 
nation could do to the public at large.”

Vote in Council Stood 14 to T for 
Minhinnett—Alderman Key Made 
a Few Remarks—Says No 
Attempt Was Made to 

* Bribe Him. 


Ex-Councilman A. C. Minhinnett war 
given a saloon license by the city coun- 
cil yesterday afternoon, a majority of 
the council members voting for the l- 
cense, despite the protes; that was made 
by Alderman James L. Key. 

The vote stood fourteen for the license, 
and seven against. 

The petition for the license was in the 
name Of Minhinnett & Claridy, and was 
for a negro saloon at the corner of Ivy 
and Decatur streets. 

When the police committee first made a 
report Alderman Key asked that it be re- 
referred, as he had some things to tell 
the committee which would make it re- 
fuse to grant a license to such a person 
as Minhinnett. The paper was rere- 
ferred, and Alderman Key told about 
Minhinnett trying to unduly influence 
him when the saloon investigation was 
up last fall. 

The report before council 
was signed favorably by Quillian, 
land and Pearce, and unfavorably 
Roberts ang McBHachern.

Councilman Roberts was in the chair 
when the vote was taken. 

Alderman Key made a few remarks. 
He said he was sorry that the matter 
had assumed so much importance. 

“It has been given more importance 
than it deserved,” he said, ‘‘and I don't 
think a negro barroom on Decatur street 
should stir up the council as it seems 
to have done. I. believe the applicant 
has not followed the city ordinances, in 
that he did not have a bona Tide lease. 
Besides this, his bartenders at his pres- 
ent saloon were convicted of seiung to 
minors. I have never said that Minhin- 
nett tried to bribe me»- if he had I 
would have kicked him out of my  of- 
fice.”’ 

Councilman Longino said he intended to 
vote against the license because he 
though; there were enough negro sa- 
loons in the city.

The trolley ride from Norfolk to Sew-
